Sometimes it is necessary for us to wait several 
months before answering new correspondence if that new 
correspondence has a return address on it, because the 
FBI probably is checking out the person who writes to 
the Minutemen and puts his return address on his envelope.

Pop propaganda you must have certain objectives* 
You should aim at registered ^Republicans, Some of the 
media that can be used for propaganda is television, radio, 
literature and personal contacts,. Get their full attention 
Create interest and keep their interest. Put your argument 
^ in favorable light. Tell them how it will help them. 
Create action. Use word of mouth. Use printed literature. 
Do not use long rambling speech, "it could breach security. 
Keep your speech and literature short. Do not use too 
many words. Do not fill the page with writing. 

Different types of propaganda: 

White Propap:anda - this readily identifies the 
person who puts it out. 

Gray Propap^anda - this propaganda does not 
identify the person who printed it or put it out. 

Black Propap:anda - this propaganda pretends to 
come from the enemy. An example of this is a campaign 
which the Minutemen ran several years ago. They put 
stickers in telephone booths which said, "A Socialist 
America by 1968% Naturally- people thought that this 
was put out by .the Commxinist Party, when actually the 
Minutemen were the ones who put this stuff out.. 

Part of the propaganda budget should be used 
to keep your members. Try to build respect for Minutemen 
among conservative members. Use propaganda as a prelude 
to recruiting. Use it to get new members. Propaganda 
can also be used to confuse the enemy. We must adopt a 
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double standard • 
propaganda •

Psycholopiical Assassination 

Alienate your enemy from his friends. Get him 
to lose his job. Separate him from the normal framework 
of his environment. Shake his confidence. Examples of this 
wovad be to pick the lock on* his door but don«t go in, 
just leave the door open and walk away. When he comes 
home and finds his door open, he will know that had someone 
wanted to go into the house it would have been possible. 
Another thing to do would be to knock on his door and 
say that you, ran out of gas and you would like to use 
his telephone. Notice three or * four things in his 
house which would not readily be noticed by anyone who 
was. there many times, such as a slight chip in the book- 
case or a slight crack in a vase. Thank him for using 
the phone and leave. Several months later call his 
house and say, "Did you ever fix the chip in the bookcase? 
or "Do you still have the vase with the crack * in it? . 
Then hang up the phone. He will not know how anyone^ 
could have possibly gotten this information and it will 
start to shake his confidence. Another thing to do is 
to place a smoke bomb vmder the hood of his car, connected 
to the ignition wires. When he starts the car this 
device will whistle, make other noises, and give off 
smoke, \toen he gets out of the car and opens the hood, 
he will find a label on this device saying, "This could ^ 
have been six sticks of dynamite." After shaking his 
confidence in these various manners, he is usually scared.

, 1966, a confidential source advised 'that 
Dl PTOH, in a recent ' m®®®^g^ *® the national 
coordinators of ■•*Minutemen'% announced the "Minutemen" 
organisation was .being divided into two separate- bodies « 
One group to be composed directly of members who have been 
able to maintain complete secrecy of their identity-, from 
both the public and from Government investigative agencies* 
The second group to be made up of all members who have been 
publicly identified, or who there is reason, to believe have 
been identified as ^'Minutemen** members by an agency of the 
Federal Governments 1 
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In announcing the re-organization, DE PUGH stated 
that a complete resistance movement involving total resistance, 
must involve not only guerrilla warfare and not only resistance 
warfare, but that it must involve psychological and political 
warfare as well. 

DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect was to build a political party that as such would 
have legal immtaiity, which would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identity ♦ All future correspondence and communications 
oh the national level will be done in the name of the Patriotic 
Party. DE PUGH also advised that if ever called to court, as 
he expected to be in the future, he was going to state that as 
far as the national organization is concerned, the "Minutemen" 
had ceased to exist* 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there is no reason why at some future date, when the environ- 
ment is more conducive to military action, that the Patriotic 
Party cannot be used once again to pull together various local 
organizations into one national organization « By acting both 
as a front and as a means of coordination, the Patriotic Party 
can be invaluable in the building of a future resistance 
movement.

A source advised that on August 11, 1960, George F. 
Edwardes disavowed violence. Another source advised in January, 
1963, that the new Grand Dragon, Bill Williams, disavowed violence 
and that George F. Edwardes is the Legal Counselor of the AAK. 
Another source stated the ritual used by OKKKK is taken from 
the "Kloran" of the Association of South Carolina Klans of the 
Ku Klux Klan (ASCK)* 

Regarding the ASCK, the following is noted: 

A source advised on September 24, 1956, that the ASCK 
was organized in the Fall of 1955 and is patterned after the 
Association of Carolina Klans (ACK) . The source stated the ASCK 
is a new organization and not a rebirth of the ACK, although all 
high-ranking officials of the ASCK had been members of the ACK, 
The announced purposes' of this organization are to promote white 
supremacy and to combat integration of races; however, the use 
of violence is disavowed. 

A source advised on September 2, 1950, that the ACK was 
composed of groups formerly members of the Association of Georgia 
Klans (AGK), and although the ACK severed all connections with 
the AGK on November 14, 1949, the ideals, purposes and policies 
of the two organizations remained identical. The ACK became 
defunct after conviction and imprisonment of its highest official 
and other members in 1952.

On August 20, 1966 a Federal Grand Jury in Kansas City, Missouri voted indictments 
against five ment Robert DePugh, Troy Haughton, James Tollerton, John Blumer and Walter 
Peyson. The principal charge was an alleged conspiracy to manufacture and possess auto- 
matic weapons in violation of the National Firearms Act. Named as co-conspirator but 
not as a defendant was a sixth, man, Raithby R« Husted. 

On August 16, Ray Husted was seen in the Federal Court House at Kansas City accom- 
panied by Federal Marshals. This was the first time he had been seen by his friends since 
he had disappeared suddenly and mysteriously eight months before. 

»i 
* Background Information. 

Walter (Wally) Peyson and Ray Husted are both ex-Marines. They knew each other for 
nearly three years while they were in the service and lived in the same barracks for many 
months. Both were deeply religious. They studied the Bible together and became fast 
friends . 

Prior to -his enlistment in the Marines, Wally -had been a member of the Minutemen 
organization. He discussed the threat of international communism with Ray and they made 
plans together to worK within -the Minutemen organization after their discharge. Wally 
received his honorable discharge a year before Ray and went to Norborne, Missouri where 
he began working full time for the organization. During this year Ray took several corres- 
pondence courses which He* thought would be helpful to him in his future plans. Upon his 
discharge from the Marines; Ray still owed money for some of ^these correspondence courses 
and to pay his debts he worked for a few months for the Forest Service in California. 
Then, he too went to Norborne, Missouri as a volunteer worker in the Minutemen Headquarters 

After a happy reunion with his old friend, Ray worked for about three months in a 
quiet and efficient manner. In every way he demonstrated his continued belief in the 
principles of individual freedom and national sovereignty as advocated by the Minutemen 
organization. 

The Day Ray Disappeared 
On or about Deceitiber 14th, Ray, Husted disappeared without the slightest warning. 

The day began like most others in the small town of Norborne, Missouri where the 
Minutemen Headquarters are located. Walter Peyson spent the morning operating the print- 
ing press. Bob DePugh was* going over his notes for a talk that he gave that afternoon 
before the student body at the University of Kansas. Ray was scheduled to instruct at 
a survival class to >e held .that evening in Independence, Missouri and he spent the morn- 
ing in preparing hir study outline. 

In the 'afternoon they traveled to Independence, Missouri where they picked up 
another member. Ray was dropped off at 613 East Alton at about 4:00 o'clock. Sometime 
between 5:00 and 6:00 P.M. he drove Wally's car to the Kansas City, Kansas post office 
where he mailed a number of packages. That car was returned. to 613 East Alton sometime 
between 6:45 and 7:00 P'.M. 

The class which Ray was to instruct had been scheduled 'for 7:00 P.M. Most of the 
people who attended left after they found the building closed. One person, however, 
stayed in the area until nearly 10:00 o'clock. During that time he did not see Ray but 
Wally 's car was parked there all of that time. 

Sometime between 7:00 and 10:00 P.M. the Minutemen Headquarters building in Norborne 
was burglarized. Entrance was made by kicking open a basement window that had been cover- 
ed with tin. 

There were several peculiar things about the items taken. For example,. $206.00 of 
organizational money was taken from one of the secretary's desks but $40.00 in silver 
which belonged to Ray was left behind in his own desk. A pair of old hobnailed boots 
belonging to Ray was taken but his good suit was left behind. A can of spray deodorant 
was taken from a shelf but his $100.00 camera which set right next to it was left behind.

A tape recorder waSrthen obtained and Ray made a much longer qtatemcnt which waa 
recorded and witncsced by several dif Hercnf xndividualo* An additional number of in- 
dependent witneoseo were then called to hear Ray repeat thio story again. 

The next day Ray obtained an appointment with an Independence attorney who heard 
his story^once again and who advised Ray either to explain these, circumstances to the 
iGra'nd Jury or to say nothing at all until further steps could be taken for his legal 
iprotection. Ray decided to appear before the Grand Jury and returned to the federal 
^building. He was accompanied by three friends who intended to see that he reached the 
Grand Jury safely. No sooner had they entered the .building when Ray was immediately 
ooizod by federal marshals and whisked out of sight. His friends wore oorvod oub- 
.poonas and throatcnod with penitentiary oontchces if they attempted to interfere. 

'^ It is not known whether he appeared before the Grand Jury or not. If he did so, 
then there is no way of knowing what additional threats may have been made against him 
Hbefore he *had that opportunity. ! 

At the time of this printing, Ray*s whereabouts are still unknown. Numerous in- 
jquiries have *f ailed to disclose his present situation. His attorney has not been able 
to make contact with him. 
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What Has Happened to Ray Husted?

/ It is now obvious that the present indictment against Minutemen leaders are based 
largely on the testimony given by Ray while under the influence of drugs or later from ^ 
him, by threats or 'coercion. 

More important right now is the personal safety of Ray Husted. Has he been shipped 
to some other military post where he is .terrorized into silence? Is he being held in 
\ ' some insane asylum' while his mind is being destroyed by shock treatments and more drugs? 

You Must Act Now

Members of the Ue\f York State Police searched the 
area of Camp Webatuck and uncovered six incendiary devices 
from the various buildings /at the camp* 

These six devices were all gallon jugs, each half 
filled with gasoline. Two of the jugs had homemade blasting 
caps attached to four flashlight batteries and a cheap pocket 
watch so that the movement of the hands of the watch would 
make connection and set off the blasting caps. 

The remaining four jugs each had a candle inserted 
in the neck of the jug with a nail inserted through each 
candle in order to keep the candle from dropping dovm into 
the jug. There was a wick or cotton streamer also extending 
from the candle dotr?nward into the^ jug reaching to the gasoline. 

In addition, inside these four jugs floating in the 
gasoline was a small piece of foam rubber inside of which- 
foam rubber was contained a bullet of unknovm calibre. 

The source further advised that on the morning of 
November 2, 1966, three more incendiary devices, similar to 
those four described above, were discovered by members :of 
New York State Police.
